DR J . ROBERT Oppenheimer, who is

The a ssumption is tha t the 81st Congress

The la bor lea d­ 
ers need tha t if they a re to get their dues 
a nd a ssessm ents. The la bor lea ders

WE kn ow tod ay that high-strun g 
people are likely to pay a heavy 
physical toll for their n ervous ten ­ 
sion . More an d more we are fin d in g 
that d iseases which work havoc with 
bod ily tissues have their roots in 
prolon ged over-stimulation of on e 
or an other of the n ervous systems 
govern in g the bod y’s action s. 
Newest of the d isord ers to be 
ad d ed to this list is pruritus an i, an 
in ten se an d an n oyin g itchin g of the 
skin aroun d tm ' lower open in g of 
the bowel. 
This is a very common con d ition 
an d on e win ch has been stubborn 
to treat an d has resisted even sur­ 
gical method s of con trollin g it. 
Irritatin g Fluid 
Most patien ts with this d isord er 
are emotion al an d in ten se. They 
seem to have a slight leakage of 
irritatin g fluid from the lower bow­ 
el open in g in to the surroun d in g 
skin . There is also some relaxation 
of the circular muscle aroun d this 
open in g. It has been suggested that 
they also sutler from in ability to d i­ 
gest starchy food s properly. Be­ 
cause of these facts, treatmen t was 
tried much like that used for pa­ 
tien ts with n ervous in d igestion . 
The patien ts were given a mix­ 
ture con tain in g atropin e an d phen ­ 
obarbital, which is a sed ative or 
quietin g d rug, an d a substan ce 
which aid s in the d igestion of 
starchy food s. With this treatmen t, 
some measure of relief is obtain ed . 
However, it was foun d that the pa­ 
tien ts could n ot take these d rugs 
over a lon g period of time. 
An other d rug was then ad d ed to 
the mixture. This was kn own as 
d iphen ylhyad an toin , a preparation 
which is used in the treatmen t ot 
epilepsy. It was foun d that, through 
its action on the n ervous system, 
this d rug was quite helpful in con ­ 
trollin g an d often in clearin g up the 
itchin g. 


, 
The mixture of in tern al d rugs 
thus was given in the form of a cap­ 
sule four times a d ay. Man y of the 
patien ts obtain ed prompt relief, 
while in others from six to eight 
weeks’ treatmen t was n ecessary be­ 
fore improvemen t was n oted . 
About on e-third of the patien ts 
d id n ot ben efit by the treatmen t. A 
variation in th? type of preparation 
used was n ecessary in these per­ 
son s. In some, the other prepara­ 
tion s used in the treatmen t of epi­ 
lepsy, such as glutamic acid or trid - 
ion e, were tried . Others were treat­ 
ed with d rugs which are helpful for 
allergy, such as ben ad ryl or pyri- 
ben zamin e. Somfc patien ts respon d ­ 
ed to the treatmen t on ly when they 
were given alkalin e substan ces, 
such as bakin g sod a. 
Difficult to Treat 
The patien ts most d ifficult to treat 
were those who are most emotion al. 
The women outn umbered the men 
in this respect. A severe n ervous 
upset usually preced ed the on set of 
the itchin g or recurren ces of the 
d isord er. 
In ad d ition to the treatmen t with 
the d rugs, it is importan t to keep 
the affected area d ean , n ot on ly 
with soap an d water but with min ­ 
eral oil or petrolatum applied at 
n ight. Local application s of pain - 
d ead en in g substan ces may help. If 
there is a crackin g of the skin area, 
it may be treated by the physician 
with the application of a silver n i­ 
trate solution . 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. P.: I have had stin gin g an d 
burn in g sen sation in my feet, an d 
pain in the small of my back. Could 
this be d ue to poor circulation ? 
An swer: A circulatory d isord er 
might be a con tributin g cause of 
such d isturban ce.

The assumption is that the 81st Congress 
will be called upon by the President to re­ 
peal the Taft-Hartiey Law and that C o n - 
gross will so respond. In a word, the infer­ 
ence to be drawn is that Congress will not 
legislate but will obey instructions. 


The assumption further is that after the 
Taft-Hartley Law is repealed, labor legis­ 
lation will resemble the ancient Wagner 
Act. 


That is very doubtful because under that 
act labor itself became the prey of racket­ 
eers and Communists, neither of w h o m 
most Americans want to see in their un­ 
ions. Nor does the worker want to be order­ 
ed out to strike without due reason. Nor is 
the country in a mood to tolerate jurisdic­ 
tional or secondary strikes. 


Therefore, whatever labor legislation the 
81st Congress passes will r e a l l y be in 
amendment of the Taft-Hartley Act. What 
we can expect first of all is some strength­ 
ening of the “closed shop.” The labor lead­ 
ers need that if they are to get their dues 
and assessments. The labor leaders w i l l 
demand that and Truman will insist upon 
it. They will also demand the r i g h t to 
check-off contracts without t h e workers’ 
written consent. The labor leaders object 
to the injunction and against being sued in 
courts for damages. However, Mau r i c e 
Tobin, secretary of labor, seem s to f e e l 
that enough of this process must remain to 
give the President adequate power to serve 
the general welfare. 
It is likely that Mr. Truman will go a long 
way in satisfying these demands. How far 
Congress will go with him remains to be 
seen, and guessing does not help. But it is 
an error to believe that Mr. Truman w i l l 
leave himself without the means necessary 
to protect the country. 
The cooling-off period is desirable even 
if it is often violated. However, if there is 
no fear of a damage suit in a court of law. 
the cooling-off period of 80 days or 60 days 
or any number of days is not very impor­ 
tant. The stipulation of an unfair practice 
without punishment for its commission is 
meaningless. 


Again, the interdict in the Taft-Hart I e y 
Law against political activity is dependent 
upon the willingness of the Department of 
Justice to act. During the recent campaign, 
labor unions partook of politics, either for 
Truman or Wallace, more actively t h a n 
ever before in their history. They purchas­ 
ed expensive radio time which they used 
directly in the interest of their candidates. 
And yet. Congress will not dare leave in­ 
dustrial relations in a state of anarchy, nor 
are the labor leaders unmindful of the fact 
that thee and their unions need protection 
from racketeers who muscle in and Com­ 
munists who subvert and take over. T h e 
eastern longshoremen’s strike-—a so-called 
rank-and-file revolt against union authority 
—is a case in point. 
That strike is timed to occur on the eve 
of Winter when European relief under the 
Marshall Plan or otherwise is essen t i a I. 
This strike, if it is sufficiently prolonged, 
could kill the whole Marshall Plan policy 
rn Europe. It could give the Europ e a n s 
their worst Winter, leading to dissension, 
rioting, hunger strikes and even terrorism. 
This is exactly what Soviet Russia desires. 
Certainly, those who organized this strike 
could not have been oblivious to its impli-

Disorder That Results From 
Prolonged Nervous Tension 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN, M D. 
W E know today th a t high-strong 
people are likely to pay a heavy 
physical toll for their nervous ten­ 
sion. More and more we are finding 
th a t diseases which work havoc with 
bodily ti sues h ate their roots in 
prolonged over-stim ulation of one 
or another of the nervous system s 
governing the body’? act ions. 
Newest of the disorders to be 
added to this list is pruritus ani, an 
intense and annoying itching of the 
skin around trffi lower opening of 
the bowel. 
This is a very common condition 
and one which has been stubborn 
to tre a t and has resisted even sur­ 
gical methods of controlling it. 


Irritatin g Fluid 
Most patients with this disorder 
are em otional and intense. They 
seem to have a slight leakage of 
irritatin g fluid from the lower bow. 
el opening into the surrounding 
skin. There is also some relaxation »n this rt poet. A severe nervous 


The m ixture of Internal drugs 
th na was given in the form of a cap­ 
sule four tim es s day. Many of th# 
patients 
obtained 
prom pt 
relief, 
while in others from six to eight 
weeks’ treatm ent was necessary be­ 
fore improvement was noted.

starchy foods. With this treatm ent, 
some measure oi relief is obtained. 
However, it was found th a t the pa- 
tients could not take the;-# drugs 
over a long period of tim e. 
A nother drug was then added to 
the m ixture. This was known as 
dinhenylhyadantoin, a preparation 
which is used in the treatm ent ot 
epilepsy. It was found that, through 
its action on the nervous system , 
this drug was quite helpful in con­ 
trolling and often in clearing up the 
itching. 


ut et usually preceded the onset of 
the itching or recurrences of tbs 
disorder. 
In addition to the treatm ent with 
the drugs, it is im portant to keep 
the affected area clean, not only 
with soap and w ater but with min­ 
eral oil or petrolatum applied i t 
night. Local applications of pain- 
deadening substances may help. If 
there is a cracking of the skin area, 
it may be treated by the physician 
w ith the application of a silver ni­ 
tra te solution.
